ACT  OF  1882  DONATING  LANDS  FOE  COLLEGES  OF  AGBICULTUKB  AND  IffiCHANIC 

AETS 

[First  MorHll  Act] 

AN  ACT  Donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States  and  Territories  which  may  provide 

colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepresentOAtives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assemhled,  That  there  be  granted  to  the  several 
States,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned,  an  amount  of  public  land,  to  be 
apportioned  to  each  State  a  quantity  equal  to  thirty  thousand  acres  for  each 
Senator  and  Representative  in  Congress  to  which  the  States  are  respectively 
entitled  by  the  apportionment  nnd^  the  census  of  eighteen,  hundred  and  iditty ; 
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Pro  vided,  That  no  mineral  lands  sbaB  be  selected  or  purchased ;  imder  the  pro- 

^'sS^2?^-4nd  V«  fvrth^  enacted,  That  the  land  aforesaid,  after  being  sur- 
veyed shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several  States  in  sections  or  subdivisions  of 
sec^nVnot  less  than  one-quarter  of  a  section ;  ami  w  henever  there  are  pubhc 
lands  in  a  State  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry  at  one  dollar  and  tWOTtT-flve 
cents  ner  acre  the  quantity  to  which  said  State  shall  be  entitled  shall  be 
SteTfrom  such^^^^^^  within  the  limits  of  such  State,  and  the  Secre  ary  of 
S«  SteriT^^^  directed  to  issue  to  each  of  the  States  in  which  there  is 

not  the  quantity  of  public  lands  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry  at  one  dollar 
and  Twentv-five  cents  per  acre  to  which  said  State  nmy  be  enUtled  under 
provisions'of  this  act  land  scrip  to  the  amount  in  acr^s  for  tte 
its  distributive  share;  said  scrip  to  be  sold  by  said  States  and  the  proceeds 
hereof  appUed  to  the  uses  and  purposes  prescribed  in  this  act  and  for  no  oth^^^^^ 
use  or  purpose  whatsoever :  Provided,  That  in  no  case  shall  any  State  to  which 
land  s<iip  may  thus  be  issued  be  allowed  to  locate  the  same  w-ithm  the  lim^ 
rfwiyother  State  or  of  any  Territory  of  the  United  states,  buttiielr  MSig^ 
may  thus  locate  said  land  scrip  upon  any  of  the  ^appropriated  lai^  of  th^ 
United  States  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five 
cmk  or  less,  per  acre:  And  provided  further,  That  not  more  than  one  millon 
acres  shall  b^  Iwated  by  such  assignees  in  any  one  of  the  States :  And  Promded 
further.  That  no  such  location  shall  be  made  before  one  year  from  the  passage 

^^SEa  3.^^An(l  he  it  further  enacted.  That  all  the  expenses  of  naanagement, 
superintendence,  and  taxes  from  date  of  selection  of  said  lands,  previous  to 
th^  sales,  and  all  «penses  incurred  in  the  management  and  disbursement  of 
the  monevs  whicli  mav  be  received  therefrom,  shall  he  paid  by  the  States  to 
which  thev  mav  belongs  out  of  the  treasury  of  said  States,  so  that  Oie  enme 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  lands  shall  be  applied  without  any  diminution 
whatever  to  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned  ^   .  w 

Sbc  4.  (original).  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  all  moneys  derived  fiomi 
the  sale  of  the  lands  aforesaid  by  the  States  to  which  the  lands  a^'^  appor- 
Honed  and  from  the  sales  of  land  scrip  hereinbefore  provided  for,  stiall  Xie 
invested  in  stocks  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  States,  or  some  other  safe 
stocks,  yielding  not  less  than  five  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of  said 
stocks:  atfd  that  the  moneys  so  invested  shall  constitute  a  perpetual  fund^ 
the  capital  of  which  shall  remain  forever  undiminished  (except  so  far  as: 
mav  be  provided  in  section  five  of  this  act),  and  the  interest  of  which  shall  be 
inviolablv  appropriated  by  each  State  which  may  take  and  <aaim  the  hMOflt 
of  this  act.  to  tlie  endowment,  support,  and  maintenance  of  at  least  one  college 
where  the  leading  object  shall  be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and 
classical  studies,  and  including  military  tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of 
learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  in  such  manner 
as  the  legislatures  of  the  States  may  respectively  prescribe,  in  order  to  pro- 
mote the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the  several

Ssa  4.  (as  amended  Mar.  3,  1883).   That  all  moneys  derived  from  the  sale 
of  lands  aforesaid  bv  the  States  to  which  lands  are  apportioned,  and  from 
the  sales  of  land  scrip  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  be  invested  in  stocKS 
of  the  United  States  or  of  the  States,  or  some  other  safe  stocks;  or  the  same 
may  be  invested  by  the  States  having  no  State  stocks  in  any  other  manner 
after  .the  l^rtatures  of  such  States  shall  have  assented  thereto,  and  en- 
gaged that  such  funds  shall  yield  not  less  than  five  per  centum  upon  the 
amount  so  invested  and  that  the  principal  thereof  shall  forever  remam  un- 
impaired:  Provided,  That  the  moneys  so  invested  or  loaned  shall  constitute 
a  perpetual  fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  remain  forever  imdlminiflihed 
(except  so  far  as  may  be  provided  in  section  five  of  this  act),  and  the  interest 
of  which  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated,  by  each  State  which  may  take 
and  claim  the  benefit  of  this  act,  to  the  endowment,  support,  and  mamtenance 
of  at  least  one  college  where  the  leading  object  shall  be,  without  excluding^ 
other  scientific  and  classical  studies,  and  including  military  tactics,  to  teaM 
such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,, 
in  such  manner  as  the  legislatures  of  the  States  may  respectively  prescribe, 
in  order  to  promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  grant  <*  land  and  land  saip 
hereby  authorized  shall  be  made  on  the  ftollowing  ccmditlons,  to  wmdi,  as  wwl 


as  to  the  provisions  hereinbefore  contained,  the  previous  assent  of  the  several 
States  shall  be  signified  by  legislative  acts : 

First.  If  any  portion  of  the  fund  invested,  as  provided  by  the  foregoing 
section,  or  any  portion  of  the  interest  thereon,  shall,  by  any  action  or  con- 
ting^icy,  be  diminished  or  lost,  It  shall  be  replaced  by  the  State  to  which  it 
bdongs,  so  that  the  capital  of  the  fund  shall  remain  forever  undiminished; 
and  the  annual  interest  shall  be  regularly  applied  without  dimicution  to  the 
purposes  mentioned  in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  except  that  a  sum,  not 
exceeding  ten  per  centum  upon  the  amount  recdved  by  any  State  xmdxst  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  may  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  lands  for  sites 
or  experimental  flaniUB  whenever  authorised  by  the  respective  legistatures  and 
States. 

Second.  No  portion  of  said  fund,  nor  the  Intcarest  thereon,  shall  be  applied 
directly  or  indirectiy,  under  any  pretense  whatever,  to  the  purchase,  erection, 
preservation,  or  r^air  of  any  building  or  buildings. 

Third,  Any  State  which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  provide,  within  five  years,  at  least  not  less  than  one  college,  as 
described  in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  or  the  grant  to  such  State  shall 
cease;  and  said  State  shall  be  bound  to  pay  the  United  States  the  amount  re- 
ceived of  any  lands  previously  sold  and  that  the  title  to  purchasers  und»  tifee 
State  shall  be  valid. 

Fourth.  An  annual  report  shall  be  made  regarding  the  progress  of  each  col- 
lege, recording  any  improvements  and  experiments  made,  with  their  c<>sr  and 
results,  and  such  other  matters,  including  State  industrial  and  economical  sta- 
tistics, as  may  be  supposed  us^l,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  transmitted  by 
mail  free,  by  each,  to  all  the  other  collies  which  may  be  endowed  und^  tJie 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  also  one  copy  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 

Fifth.  When  lands  shall  be  selected  from  those  which  have  been  raised  to 
double  the  minimum  price,  in  consequence  of  railroad  grants,  they  shall  be 
computed  to  the  States  at  the  maximum  price  and  the  number  of  acres  propor- 
tionately dimiidshed. 

Sixth.  No  State  while  in  a  condition  of  rebellion  or  insurrection  against  tiie 
Qovernment  of  the  Unted  States  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  act. 

Seventh.  No  State  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act  unless  it  shall 
express  its  acceptance  thereof  by  its  legislature  within  two  years  from  the  date 
of  its  approval  by  the  President 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  land  scrip  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  not  be  subject  to  location  until  after  the  first  day  of  Jamiary» 
one  thousand  eiglit  hundred  and  sixty-three. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  land  officers  shall  receive  the 
same  fees  for  locating  land  scrip  issued  under  tiie  provisions  of  this  act  as  is 
now  allowed  for  the  location  of  military  boimty  land  warrants  under  existing 
lavfrs:  Provided,  That  their  maximum  onnpensation  shall  not  be  thereby 
increased. 

Skc.  8.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  governors  of  the  several  States  to 
which  scrip  shall  be  issued  under  this  act  shall  be  required  to  report  annually 
to  G<mgres8  all  sales  made  of  such  scrip  untU  the  vrtiole  shall  be  disposed  e€, 
the  amount  received  tor  tiie  same,  and  wiiat  appr(q;»riati(m  Ims  been  made  ct 

the  proceeds.

AN  ACT  To  amend  the  fifth  section  of  an  act  entitled  **An  act  donating  public  lands  to  tbe 
several  States  and  Territories  which  may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture 
and  the  mechanic  arts/'  approved  July  2,  1862,  so  as  to  extend  tbe  time  within  which 
the  pierlfltoM  of  mM  met  mU  be  acc^M^eA  and  audi  colU^  eatabltehed 

Be  it  enacted  h\j  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assemhled.  That  the  time  in  which  the  several  States 
may  comply  with  the  provMons  of  the  act  of  July  second,  eif^teoi  hundred 
and  sixty-two,  entitled  "  An  act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States  and 
Territories  which  may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the 
mechanic  arts,"  is  hereby  extended  so  that  the  acceptance  of  the  benefits  of  tlie 
said  act  may  be  expressed  within  three  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
the  coU^;es  required  by  tbe  said  aet  may  be  provided  wWitn  five  yeavs  from 
tbe  date  of  tftft  fi^v  of  mdb  aeeeptuiee  witli  ttie  OMmBladoim  eC  ihe  Qmeml 
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Land  Office:  Providei,  That  wh«i  any  Territory  shall  become  a  State  and  be 
admitted  into  the  Union  such  new  State  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the 
said  act  of  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixtj  -two,  by  expressing  Uie 
acceptance  therein  required  within  three  years  from  the  date  o£  its  admiSflMm. 
into  the  Union,  and  providing  the  college  or  colleges  within  five  years  after  such 
acceptance,  as  prescribed  in  this  act:  Provided  further.  That  any  State  which 
bas  heretofore  expressed  its  acceptance  of  the  act  herein  referred  to  shall  have 
the  neriod  of  five  years  within  which  to  provide  at  least  one  college,  as  de- 
scribed in  the  fourth  section  of  said  act,  after  the  time  for  providing  said  col- 
lege, according  to  the  act  of  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  anau 
have  expired.

Ssa  8  That  if  any  portion  of  the  moneys  received  by  the  designated  officer  oi 
the  State  or  Territory  for  the  furtlier  and  more  complete  endowment,  support, 
and  maintenance  of  colleges,  or  of  institutions  for  colored  stud^ts,  as  provided 
in  this  act,  shall,  by  any  action  or  contingency,  be  diminished  or  lost.  <>^ » 
misapplied,  it  shall  be  replaced  by  the  State  or  Territory  to  which  it  belong^ 
and  mtU  so  replaced  no  subsequent  appropriation  shall  be  apportioned  or  paid 
to  such  State  or  Territory;  and  no  portion  of  said  moneys  shall  be  applied 
directly  or  indirectly,  under  any  pretense  whatever,  to  the  purchase,  erection, 
preservation,  or  repair  of  any  building  or  buildings.  An  annual  report  by  tite 
president  of  each  of  said  coUeges  shall  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  Agricultui^ 
as  weU  as  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  regarding  the  condition  and  progress 
of  each  college,  including  statistical  information  in  relation  to  Its  receipts  and 
expenditures,  its  library,  the  number  of  its  students  and  professors  and  also  as 
to  any  improvements  and  experiments  made  under  the  direction  of  any  experi- 
ment stations  attached  to  said  colleges,  with  their  cost  and  results  and  su^ 
other  indtistrlal  and  economical  statistics  as  may  be  regarded  as  useful,  one 
So^  of  vSSlhall  be  transmitted  by  mall  free  to  aU  other  coUeges  further

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
BUUes  of  America  in  Confess  assembled,  That  in  order  to  aid  in  diffusing 
among  the  people  of  the  United  States  useful  and  practical  information  on 
subjects  relating  to  agriculture  and  home  economics,  and  to  encourage  the  appli- 
cation of  the  same,  there  may  be  inaugurated  in  connection  with  the  ooU^  or 
colleges  in  each  State  now  receiving,  or  which  may  hereafter  receive,  the 
benefits  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-two,  entitled  "An  act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States  and 
Territories  which  may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the 
mechanic  arts  "  (Twelfth  Statutes  at  Large,  page  five  hundred  and  three),  and 
of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  August  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety

priation shall  be  applied  to  the  printing  and  distribution  of  publications.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  said  colleges  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
January,  to  make  to  the  governor  of  the  State  in  yrUdOi  it  is  located  a  Ml^and 
detaUed  report  of  its  operations  in  the  direction  of  extension  work  as  defined 
in  this  act,  indnding  a  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  from  all 
sources  for  this  purpose,  a  copy  of  which  report  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States.

That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  make  an  annual  report  to 
Congress  of  the  receipts,  expenditures,  and  results  of  the  cooperative  agricuU 
tural  extension  work  in  all  of  the  States  receiving  the  benefits  of  this  act,  and 
also  whether  the  appropriation  of  any  State  has  been  withheld,  and  if  so,  the 
reasons  therefor.  ,  n 

Skc.  8.  That  Congress  may  at  any  time  alter,  am^nd,  oat  repeal  any  or  au  of

For  cooperation  with  appropriate  officials  of  the  various  States  or  with 
otlier  suitable  agencies  to  assist  the  owners  of  farms  in  establishing,  improving, 
and  renewing  wood  lots,  shelter  belts,  windbreaks,  and  other  valuable  forest 
growth,  and  in  growing  and  renewing  useful  timber  crops  under  the  provisions 
of  section  5  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  protection  of  forest 
lands,  for  the  reforestation  of  denuded  areas,  for  the  extension  of  national 
forests  and  for  other  purposes,  in  order  to  promote  the  continuous  production 
of  timber  on  lands  chiefly  suitable  therefor,"  approved  June  7,  192*  (U.S.O., 
title  16,  sees,  564-570),  including  personal  services  in  the  District  of  Cdumbia, 

.Section  5  of  the  act  approved  June  7,  1924  (U.S.C.,  title  16, 

'sees.  564^570)  reads  as  follows: 

Tliat  the  Secretary  of  Apiculture  is  hereby  authorized  aud  directed,  in 
cor»x)eration  with  appropriate  officials  of  the  various  States,  or,  tal  his  dte- 
cretiou,  with  other  snltaMe  agencies,  to  aaidst  the  owners  of  farms  In  estab- 
lishingt  improving,  and  renewing  wood  lots,  shelter  belts,  windbreaks,  and 
other  valuaUe  forei^  growth,  and  in  growing  and  renewing  useful  timber 
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ewpB  i  Pnvii0A,  That,  eaccept  for  i^eliminary  inveartigatilosiBi  the  amount  ex* 
pended  by  the  Federal  Oovemment  under  this  section  in  eoc^eration  with  any 
State  or  other  cooperating  agency  during  any  fiscal  year  shall  not  exceed  the 
amount  expended  by  the  State  or  other  cooperating  agency  for  the  same  pur- 
pose during  the  same  fiscal  year.  There  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated 
annually  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  not 
more  fiitm  $100,000  to  imaMe  the  Seetetary  at  Agriculture  to  carry  out  the 
proYisl<mB  of  this  section.

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RULINGS  ON  THE  USB  OP  EXTENSION  FUNDS 

AWKCm  TO  HANDLE  CONTRIBUTIONS  FROM  OUTSIDE  SOURCES 

The  following  item  regarding  contributions  of  public  and  private  agencies  to 
enterprises  involving  cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  contained 
in  the  agricultural  appropriation  act  of  im  aPPlies  to  aU  funds  used  for 
cooperative  extension  work.  ,  .    .    -  a««i««i 

"That  hereafter  in  carrying  on  the  activities  of  the  Department  of  Agncul- 
ture  involving  cooperation  with  State,  county  and  municipal  agwacies,  associa- 
tions of  farmers,  individual  farmers,  universities,  colleges,  boards  ot  trade, 
chambers  <rf  commerce,  or  other  local  associations  of  business  men,  business 
organizations,  and  individuals  within  the  State,  Territory,  district,  ij^suiar 
possession  in  which  such  activities  are  to  be  carried  on,  moneys  contritmtea 
from  such  outside  sources,  except  In  the  case  of  Oie  authorized  activities  of  tne 
Forest  Service,  shaU  be  paid  only  through  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  or 
through  State,  county  or  municipal  agencies,  or  local  farm  bureaus  or  like 
oi^anizations,  cooperatiiig  for  the  purpose  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Expenses  connected  with  exhibits  and  demonstrations  on  railroad  cars  or 
trains  run  in  cooperation  with  railroads  or  other  agencies  and  salaries  of 
persons  connected  therewith  must  not  be  paid  from  Smith-Lever  funds.  An 
agricultural  train  is  a  train  carrying  spwikers  with  or  without  apparatus  or 
exhibit  materials  and  making  stops  at  stations  along  the  railroad  line  at  which 
addresses  on  agricultural  subjects  are  delivered  or  exhibits  shown  on  the  tram 
or  in  its  immediate  vicinity.  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  cars  used  by 
the  college  to  transport  demonstration  material  for  use  by  extensi<m  agents 
at  meetings  held  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  and  does  not  aw^  to  Oapp^- 
Keteham  funds. 

CARING  FOR  ANIMALS  BELONGING  TO  CLUB  MEMBERS 

Smith-Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham  funds  must  not  be  used  for  feeding  and 
caring  for  animals  belongli^  to  dub  m^bers,  even  when  such  animals  are 
used  as  ^hibits  at  fairs. 

CSRTIFICATION— GRAIN.  SBBD.  AND  OTICK 

Grain,  seed,  and  chick  certification  work  is  not  considered  a  proper  Smith- 
Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham  activity,  and  the  Department  will  not  agree  to  the 
use  of  these  funds  for  these  purposes. 

CIRCULATING  LIBRARIES 

SiMtb-Lever  or  Capper-Keteham  funds  mnst  not  be  used  for  the  purdmse* 
care,  or  distribution  of  books  which  are  to  be  circulated  In  farming  or  pQux 
eommuntties. 

CLUB  OR  FARM  BUREAU  MEMBERS — ^EXPENSES 

Smith-Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham  funds  must  not  be  used  for  travel,  sub- 
sistence, tuition,  or  other  expenses  of  members  of  boys'  and  girls'  clubs,  farm 
bureaus,  or  other  organizations  or  individuals  in  attending  club  camps  or 
courses  of  instruction  in  schools  or  colleges,  or  for  maUng  tours  of  observa- 
tiifn  or  purdhasing  llyestock  or  other  mataials. 

COLLEGE  ANNOUNCEMENTS 

Bmith-Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham  funds  must  not  be  used  to  print  or  distribute 
announcem^ts  of  short  or  long  courses  offered  by  the  e(dlegeB»  prognHBS-  of 
eoUege  meetings*  or  other  college  aimouncemeuts. 

BXTENSION  COKFBRENCBS  AND  COURSES 

Expenses  incurred  in  attending  conferences  of  extension  employees  within 
the  State  to  receive  information  to  be  used  in  extension  work  may  be  paid 
from  Smith-Lever  funds  when  the  employee  has  received  authority  from  the 
extension  director  to  attend  the  conference.

Salaries  or  expenses  of  extension  agents  while  taking  courses  of  instruction 
In  <  schools  or  colleges  must  not  be  paid  from  Smith-Lever  or  Gappar-Ketdiam 
fsnds. 

Smith-Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham  funds  cannot  be  used  for  salaries  or  ex- 
penses of  lecturers  at  college  courses  of  instruction,  such  as  short  courses  held 
at  the  colleges. 

CORBSSPONDENCE  COURSES 

■ 

The  Department  will  not  agree  to  the  use  of  Smith-Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham 
funds  for  correspondence  courses  unless  such  courses  definitely  further  an 
approved  project. 

DEPARTMENT  HEADS— SALARIES 

College  officers  must  not  receive  any  portion  of  their  salary  from  Smith- 
Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham  funds  unless  they  regularly  perform  duties  pertaining 
to  extension  worlc  under  approved  project  agreements  or  plans  of  work  setting 
forth  the  nature  and  extent  of  these  duties  and  the  portion  of  their  salaries, 
which  is  to  be  paid  for  th^  p^ormance. 

aOPmiENT  IN  COUNTY  OFFICES 

The  D^rtment  will  not  agree  to  expenditures  from  Smith-Lever  or  Capper- 
Ketcham  funds  fbr  permanent  equipment,  such  as  desks,  typewriters,  etc., 
for  use  in  county  offices,  owing  to  tlie  difficulty  of  keying  track  of  such  prog^ 
ertj  and  settling  questions  of  ownership. 

laxmm  at  wjou 

Exhibits  prepared  for  fairs  and  paid  for  from  Smith-Lever  or  Capper- 
Ketcham  funds  must  be  confined  to  those  illustrating  definite  phases  of  exten- 
sion work.  ExhflMts  showing  in  a  g^eral  way  the  equipmait  and  work  of 
the  coll^  or  experiment  station  must  not  be  paid  for  from  these  funds.  These 
funds  must  not  be  used  to  relieve  fair  associations  of  expense  for  buildings, 
installation,  labor,  judging  of  exhibits,  admission  fees,  etc.,  which  they  would 
otherwise  bear,  or  to  pay  for  exhibits  of  agricultural  or  other  products  or 
resources  of  conmiiunities,  counties,  or  States.  In  general,  Smith-I^T»  or 
^  Cftgn^r^Ketdiam  funds  dionid  be  sparingly  used  for  exhibit  purposes. 

FARM  DUREAU  OFFICIALS — ^EXPENSES 

Smith*Levar  or  Capper-Ketcham  funds  must  not  be  used  to  pay  salaries, 
travel,  or  other  expenses  of  officials  of  farm  bureaus  or  other  similar  organ- 
izations incurred  in  connection  with  extension  work,  because  such  officials  are 
not  extension  employees. 

FARfilERS'  INSTTTUTES 

The  department  will  not  agree  to  the  use  of  Smith-Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham 
funds  for  farmers'  institutes  unless  they  are  planned  and  conducted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  approved  projects  for  this  purpose. 

FER8,  ASSOCIATION  OF  LAKIKGRANT  COIXBGBS  AND  UNIVKKOTIBB 

Smith-Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham  funds  must  not  be  used  to  pay  a  fee  to  the 
Association  of  Land-Grant  Colleges  and  Universities. 

INTKRRST  ON  FUBRAL  FUNDS 

ComptroUer  General's  decisfon  of  January  16,  1S83 

Interest  accruing  upon  cooperative  extension  funds  of  Federal  origin  belongs 
to  the  Federal  Government  and  should  be  sent  to  the  Federal  Treasury  through 
the  Federal  Extension  Service  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year. 

LBGI8LATION— INFLUBNODfG  MKITOMtft  OF  CONGRESS 

Section  6  of  the  third  deficiency  appropriation  act,  fiscal  year  1919, 
applies  to  all  Federal  funds  used  for  cooperative  extension  work : 

"That  hereafter  no  part  of  the  money  appropriated  by  this  or  any  other  act 
Shall,  in  the  absenca  of  express  muthiHization  by  Congress,  be  used  directly  or 


Indirectly  to  pay  for  any  personal  service,  advertisement,  telegrams,  telephones, 
letter,  printed  or  written  matter,  or  other  device,  intended  or  designed  to  in- 
fluence  in  any  manner  a  Member  of  Congress,  to  favor  or  oppose,  by  vote  <MP 
otherwise,  any  legislation  or  appropriation  by  Congress,  whether  before  or  after 
the  inteoduction  of  any  biU  or  reaolntion  proposing  such  legislation  or  appro- 
priation; but  this  shall  not  prevent  officers  and  employees  of  the  United  States 
from  communicating  to  Members  of  Congress  on  the  request  of  any  Member  of 
Congress,  through  the  proper  official  channels,  requests  for  .legislation  or  appro- 
priations which  they  deem  necessary  for  the  efficient  condnct  of  Oie  public 
bus  iness 

'*  Any  crfBeer  or  employee  of  the  United  States  who,  after  notice  and  hearing 
by  the  superior  officer  vested  with  the  power  of  removing  him,  is  found  to  have 
violated  or  attempted  to  violate  this  section,  shall  be  removed  by  such  superior 
officer  from  office  or  employment.  Any  officer  or  employee  of  the  United  States 
who  violates  or  attempts  to  violate  this  mcticm  lOiaU  also  be  guilty  of  misde- 
meanor and  on  conviction  th^e<^  shall  be  punidied  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
1500  or  by  iDcq[»risoom(uat  tor  not  mCKte  than  one  year,  both*" 

XSmStmQ  gAl^AitTRS  PAID  OUT  OF  SUPPUEBOENTABT  AND  CAmSR-KBTCHAM 

The  parasrraph  in  the  agricultural  appropriation  act  approved  July  7,  1932, 
making  available  $1,580,000  of  Federal  funds  to  supplOTient  the  Federal 
Smith-Lever  funds  contains  the  following  clanse:  v.  n  w 

"  Provided,  That  of  the  above  appropriation  not  more  than  990^i9W  waU  m 

expended  for  purposes  other  than  salaries  of  county  agents." 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  Congress  each  State  should  expend  not 
less  than  81.1  per  cent  of  its  Federal  supplementary  funds  for  salaries  of  county 
extension  agents.  These  may  be  eith^  men  or  women  agesita 

The  Capper-Ketcham  Act  of  May  22,  1928,  provides : 

"That  (1)  at  least  80  per  centum  of  all  appropriations  under  this  act  shall 
be  utilized  for  the  payment  of  salaries  of  extension  agents  in  counties  of  the 
several  States  to  further  develop  the  cooperative  extension  system  in  agriculture 
and  home  economics  with  men,  women,  boys,  and  girls;  (2)  funds  available 
to  the  several  States  and  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  under  the  terms  of  this 
act  shall  be  so  expected  that  the  extension  agents  appointed  und^  its  iffo- 
visions  shall  be  men  and  women  in  fair  and  just  proportions." 

These  salary  limitations  do  not  apply  to  funds  from  sources  within  the  States 
used  to  offset  supplementary  and  Capper-Ketcham  funds. 

LOSS  OF  FUNDS 

Section  5  of  the  Smith-Lever  Act  provides : 

"That  if  any  portion  of  the  moneys  received  by  th(^  designated  ofiicer  of  any 
State  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  cooperative  agricultural  extension 
work,  as  provided  in  this  act,  shall  by  any  action  or  contingency  be  diminished 
or  lost  or  be  misapplied,  it  shall  be  replaced  by  said  State  to  which  it  bdongs, 
and  until  so  replaced  no  subsequent  appropriation  shall  be  apportioned  or  paid 
to  said  State,  and  no  portion  of  said  moneys  shall  ])e  applied,  directly  or  in- 
directly, to  the  purchase,  erection,  preservation,  or  repair  of  any  building  or 
buildings,  or  the  purchase  or  rental  of  land,  or  in  college-course  teaching,  lec- 
tures in  colleges,  promoting  agricultural  trains,  or  any  other  purpose  not  speci- 
fied in  this  act,  and  not  more  than  five  per  centnm  of  each  annual  appropria- 
tion shall  be  applied  to  the  printing  and  distribution  of  publications." 

AVhere  Smith-Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham  funds  are  lost  on  account  of  the 
failure  of  a  bank  in  which  the  funds  were  deposited,  or  otherwise,  or  are 
diminished  or  misapplied,  they  shall  be  replaced  by  the  State  and  no  subse- 
quent apportionment  of  Federal  funds  can  be  made  until  sudi  re|>laeem^t.  The 
loss  can  not  be  depicted  from  the  next  installment  Ixma  ^  ^mmmmL 

MUSICAL  ENTERTAINMENT 

Smith-Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham  funds  must  not  be  used  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  musical  entertainment  |dtv«n  to  amnectbm  with  d»i»0iwitrfttl<wy 
meetingSi  or  extension  schools. 
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OFFSBT  rUMlM 

Fimds  from  any  source  used  by  any  State  as  offset  to  Federal  Smith-Lever 
cr  Capper-Ketcham  funds  must  be  used  under  projects  approved  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture  for  the  same  purposes  and  accounted  for  in  the  same 
way  as  Federal  Smith-Lever  and  Capper-Ketcham  fnnd& 

Smith-Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham  funds  most  not  be  used  for  the  punSaae 
of  uniforms,  prizes,  badges,  pennants,  or  other  insignia  nsed  to  connection 
with  Mctension  work  or  f<»  travd  in  cennedKm  wlOi  tite  pon^aae  ol  such 
things. 

PBOOEEOINGS  OF  OEGANIZATIONS— EEPOKTS 

Smith-Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham  fonds  must  not  be  used  to  print  or  distribute 
reports  of  proceedings  of  farm  bureaus,  councils  of  agriculture,  or  other  organ- 
izations, even  though  the  subject  matter  of  these  proceedings  relates  wholly  to 
agriculture  or  home  economics.

Publications  prepared,  printed,  and  distributed  with  Smith-Lever  or  Capper- 
Ketcham  funds  must  be  confined  exclusively  to  those  containmg  useful  and 
practical  information  "  on  subjects  relating  to  agriculture  and  home  ewmomiffl, 
prepared  in  form  suitable  for  use  in  eztensi<m  wfflflc  and  certified  to  by  the  ex- 
tension director  as  in  "  furtherance  of  the  purpose  "  of  the  Smith-Lever  Act. 
Beoorts  of  MPerimMits,  publications  intended  for  use  in  schools,  and  the  publi- 
aition  of  song  books,  lists  of  breeders,  and  other  private  enterprises  should 
not  be  paid  for  from  Smith-Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham  funds. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  is  willing  to  agree  with  the 
colleges  on  the  operation  and  use  of  radio  equipment  from  Smith-Lever  or 
Capper-Ketcham  funds  only  to  the  extent  that  it  is  used  for  the  definite  purpose 
of  extending  timely  and  specific  information  in  agriculture  and  home  economics 
by  the  extension  service  of  the  college.  The  sending  out  of  market  and  weather 
reports,  the  announcement  of  college  courses,  and  the  furnishuig  of  musical  and 
other  entertainments  are  not  regarded  as  extension  work.

Smith-Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham  funds  must  not  be  usedfor  r«it  <rf  eoll^ 
buildings.   Charges  for  heat  Ught,  power,  and  jMiitOT  sewtoes  made 
Smith-Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham  funds  must  be  based  m  the  actoal  swvice 
rend««d  to  the  eximakm  dtvl«ion  of  the  coU^. 

RESERVB  FUNDS 

Smiih-Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham  funds  budgeted  as  "  reserves  "  or  not  allotted 
to^  approved  project  must  not  be  expended  for  any  purpose  until  the  depart- 
ment lias  ^proved  their  use  for  particular  projects. 

Applications  for  leave  to  pursue  study  in  agriculture  and  home^^« 
in  the  interest  of  approved  extension  projects  where  coop«»tive  «rt«wlon 
funds  are  to  be  used  for  salary  of  the  extension  worker  should  be  submitted 
totte  Department  by  the  State  extension  director  for  consideration  prior  to 
SebynSMofsuch  leave.  Leave  for  travel,  recreation,  working  at  home  on 
m  ^T^mployment  in  another  institution  would  not  be  regarded  as  ^ 
seasons  for  expehditure  of  cooperative  extension  funds  for  sabbatic  leave. 

OBMINS.  mmnooa.  etc 

Smith-Lever  or  Capper-Ketcham  funds  must  not  be  used  for  the  P<^diMe 
seeds,  fertilizers,  or  other  materials  for  distribution  to  farmers  or  otJiers  or  for 
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use  in  field  demonstrations  except  when  it  can  be  clearly  shown  that  provision 
for  SQch  demonstrations  could  not  be  made  In  any  other  way  and  that  the 
importaiioe  of  the  dononstratioii  ovtwelghB  the  obvlow  diaadvwatafe  of  sneh  a 
practice  as  affecting  the  pttoG^^de  of  mlblete  demoiMtFation  work 

should  alwajft  incnlcate. 

TBANSFBR  OF  FUNDS 

A  land-grant  coll^  dedgnat«d  tite  Stele  l^^Mature  to  receive  the  ben^te 
of  the  Smith-Lever  Extension  Act  has  no  authority  to  trangfer  Smith-Lever  or 

Gapper-Ketcham  funds  to  any  cooperative  institution  or  agency  and  cannot 
relieve  itself  by  any  cooperative  agreement  from  full  responsibility  for  account- 
ing for  the  use  of  all  such  funds  or  from  the  direct  administration  of  the  co- 
operative extrasion  work  in  the  State. 

TRAVEL  OF  EXTENSION  EMPLOYEES  OUT  OF  STATE 

Smith*Lev»  and  Capper-Ketcliam  ftm^  may  be  luied  for  expenses  outside  the 
State: 

(1)  In  traveling  to  conferences  called  jointly  by  the  Federal  Extension  Serv- 
ice and  the  Committee  on  Extension  Organization  and  Policy  of  the  Assoiciatioa 
of  Land-Grant  Colleges  and  Universities. 

(2)  In  traveling  to  conference  with  officials  of  tbe  Federal  Iffict^olAim  Service* 

(3)  In  brtagliig  into  the  State  perscM  to  ^^edflcally  advise  estate^  workers 
in  conference  on  a^n^ved  projects. 

(4)  When  necessary  in  bringing  in  persons  whose  employment  is  under  am- 
rideration  or  in  visiting  such  persons  up  to  a  reasonable  expense. 

(5)  No  other  expenses  for  travel  outside  the  State  may  be  charged  to  these 
fonds,  CTcept  Otose  which  win  fOrthear  in  sraie  definite  way  tke  work  of  a 
regularly  approved  project. 

(6)  Travel  outside  the  State  for  commercial  purposes  such  as  tlie  purchase 
of  livestock,  seeds,  etc.,  for  individuals  or  groups  of  individuals  should  be  borne 
by  those  directly  benefited  and  not  charged  against  Smith-Lever  or  Capper- 
K^xdham  funds. 

FARM  OBGAMIZATIOKS— RELATIONS 

The  act  of  Congress  approved  May  8,  1914,  and  supplemental  acts  thereto, 
established  cooperative  agricultural  extension  work  between  the  Federal  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  and  State  agricultural  colleges.  Section  2  of  that  act 
defines  the  work  as  follows : 

"  Sec.  2.  That  cooperative  agricultural  extension  work  dtiaU  consist  of  the 
giving  of  instruction  and  practical  demonstrations  in  agriculture  and  home 
economics  to  persons  not  attending  or  resident  in  said  colleges  in  the  several 
communities,  and  imparting  to  such  persons  information  on  said  subjects 
through  field  demonstrations*  publications,  and  otherwise;  and  tlds  vrork  shall 
be  csurried  on  in  such  manner  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  up<m  by  the  See* 
retary  of  Agriculture  and  the  State  a0rie«ltBml  c^letee  or  ecriUi^Bes  ree^vtng' 
the  benefits  of  this  act." 

It  is  thus  made  clear  that  the  work  of  the  cooperative  extension  employees, 
whether  county  agents,  home  demonstration  agents,  boys*  and  girls'  club  agents, 
or  olJier  cooparatiTe  extension  workers.  Is  edncatlonftl.  Hiese  extension  workcars 
are  public  teachers  paid  with  money  largely  raised  from  all  of  the  people  by 
taxation  and  are  charged  with  giving  instruction  and  practical  demonstration* 
in  agriculture  and  home  economics.  Their  work  covers  the  entire  rural  field, 
which  includes  economic  production,  economic  marketing,  and  tlie  development 
of  better  home,  communi^r*  and  social  ccmditions. 

As  they  are  public  teachers  it  is  not  a  part  of  the  official  duties  of  extension 
agents  to  perform  for  individual  farmers  or  for  organizations  the  actual  opera- 
tions of  production,  marketing,  or  the  various  activities  necessary  to  the  proper 
conduct  of  business  or  social  organizations.  They  may  not  properly  act  as 
organhEors  for  jGarmers'  associations ;  conduct  membership  campaigns ;  solicit 
membership ;  edit  organization  publications ;  manage  cooperatlTe  business  enters 
prises ;  engage  in  commercial  activities ;  act  as  financial  or  business  agents,  or 
take  part  in  any  of  the  work  of  farmers'  organizations,  or  of  an  individual 
farmer,  which  is  outside  of  their  duties  as  defined  by  the  law  and  by  the  ap- 
proved projects  governing  their  work.   They  are  expected,  however,  to  make 


Avaiiable  to  organizations  such  information  as  will  be  helpful  to  them  and  con- 
4dbnte  to  the  success  of  their  work.  ^  ^  « 

'The  various  Federal  laws  provide  that  coi^rative  extenaiim  work  shall  be 
eonducted  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  miitaally  agreed  upon  by  the  Secretary  el 
Agriculture  and  the  State  agriqultnral  G(4iege8.  By  an  agreement  between  these 
agencies  an  extension  director  located  in  each  State  is  the  representative  of 
both  the  college  and  the  Departm^  BL^  §ubnuyt£|  projects  for  extension  work 

to  the  Secretary  for  approval.  «  i     ,  «  .^m.  * 

In  carrying  out  these  projects  the  law  provides  that  no  iMeral  SoUth-I^ver

*    *    an  equal  sum  has  been  appropriated  for  that  year  by  the  legislature 

of  such  State,  or  provided  by  State,  county,  college,  local  authority,  or  individ- 
ual contributions  from  within  the  State,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  coqpmittve 
agricultural  extension  work  provided  fOT  in  this  act" 

Under  a  later  act  provision  was  made  that—  „  , 

« ♦  *  ♦  moneys  contributed  from  such  outside  sources  ♦  *  *  shall  be 
paid  only  through  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  or  through  State,  county  or  mu- 
nicipal agencies,  or  local  farm  bureaus  or  like  organizations,  cooperating  for  the 
purpose  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture." 

This  makes  it  very  dear  that  the  law  contemplates  cooperation  with  farmers 
organizations  willing  to  cooperate  in  the  work  with  which  the  cooiierative  exten- 
sion agent  is  charged.  If  is  the  duty  of  the  extension  agents  to  render  such 
assistance  whenever  possible  in  his  teaching  capacity  to  any  agricultural  organi- 
jsations  desiring  it.  Farthermore.  the  work  of  these  ^ctenslon  agents  can  be  the 
most  effective  where  it  Is  carried  on  with  organixcSi  groups  of  rural  people.  It 
Is  entirely  proper  for  any  agricultural  organization  desiring  to  cooperate  tinau- 
Cially  in  the  work  of  the  extension  agents  to  contribute  funds  for  the  support 
of  such  work,  and  these  funds  may  be  accepted  legaUy  by  the  ezt^ion  service 
of  the  agricultural  colleges  and  by  the  Federal  Government  for  work  ap- 
proved projects,  ,  „ 

In  short,  it  is  the  business  of  the  extension  agent  to  cooperate  with  all  agri- 
cultural organizations  which  desire  to  cooperate  on  approved  projects.  If  more 
than  one  organization  exists  in  a  county,  he  must  cooperate  with  all  /airly  aM 
impartially  in  the  educational  work  in  which  they  are  mutually  interested. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  must  necessarily  consider  In  its  administra- 
tion of  Federal  cooperative  extension  funds  the  laws  which  have  been  pa^^^^d 
by  the  various  State  legislatures  in  accepting  these  funds  and  under  which 
agreements  have  been  made  with  those  States  for  conducting  this  woi^^^IX 
special  provisions  relating  to  the  methods  of  cooperation  with  agriculttfral 
oi«anizati<ms  or  other  agencies  are  contained  in  the  State  laws,  which  do  not 
conflict  with  the  Federal  laws,  it  is  clearly  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  Asti- 
^tnre  to  aocc^  such  provisions  in  a  eo^^mtive  project. 

BXAlONATiON  OT  AGCOmm 

Circular  letter  of  the  Bsmltaxf  of  Agriculture,  February  1,  1929 

The  authority  and  the  responsibiUties  of  the  United  States  Departm^t  of 
Aariealtnre  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  Federal  acts  for 
aarlcultural  experiment  stations  and  extension  work  require  the  keeping  ot 
a  separate  account  on  the  funds  under  each  of  the  acts,  supported  by  properly 
approved  and  certified  vouchers  in  each  case.  ,  , 

Hereafter  all  officers  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  examining  expend!- 
tures  under  the  Hatch,  Adams,  and  PumeU  Acts,  and  the  Smith-Lever  and 
other  extensioti  Acts  and  offset  funds  in  connection  therewith  shall  examine 
the  original  vouchers  and  subvouchers  supporting  the  entries,  except  as  here- 

^l?The '^couS'  of  such  enmlnattons  itrais  frequently  require  explanation 
which  can  he  glvMi  oifly  by  the  directors  and  those  in  immediate  charge 
of  projects.  Hence  the  original  invoices,  vouchers,  and  subvouchers  supporting 
the  accounts  must  be  kept  and  conveniently  filed  for  ready  access  at  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Experiment  Station  or  the  Extension  Service,  so  Oat  in 
conjunction  with  the  examination  of  the  accounts  the  necessary  conference 
may  be  had  with  directors,  project  leaders,  or  others  locally  in  charge. 

A  few  states  have  inadventently  passed  laws  which  conflict  to  some  extent 
these  tequtreuents*   It  is  raqnested  that  this  be  remedied  as  soon  as 
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practicable.  For  the  time  being  in  such  cases  certilied  copies  of  the  original 
xouchm  and  siibvoachers,  aeconn^anied  by  canceled  payment  checks  showing 
fhe  invoices  covered,  will  be  aeo^ted.  The  odgiiiftlSi  ta^vevw,  mwt  be  nmde 
andlable  lor  inspecti^ 

BANK  DEPOSITS  OF  FEDERAL  FUNDS 
ComptroUes  GtfMral's  JMtmr  of  Maxdi  22.  1988 

Gnstodlaiis  within  the  States  of  Federal  cooperative  extension  Amds  are  re- 
quired to  keqp  separate  depotft  aceoonts  for  mdx  Federal  fimdto  with  the  banks 

in  which  deposit  accounts  are  maintained.  These  deposit  accomits  will  at  all 
times  show  what  interest  has  accrued  to  the  Federal  Government  on  funds  de- 
posited with  the  banks.  A  proper  accounting  of  interest  accruing  to  the  United 
States  should  be  rendered  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  so  that  proper  con- 
sideration may  be  given  to  the  allotment  of  ftmds  to  the  State,  or  subdivision 
of  the  State  handUne  tbe  foods,  for  the  socoeedlng  flseal  year. 

EXTENSION  ACCOUNTING 

Aceoonts  and  vouchers  for  all  funds  used  in  extension  work  under  the 
Smith-Lever  and  Capper-Ket«^am  Acts  should  be  r^rolarly  kept  at  the  college 

in  each  State  receiving  the  benefits  <rf  these  acts.  Expenditures  from  both 
Federal  and  otlier  funds  which  are  included  in  the  account  for  any  Federal 
fiscal  year  should  be  confined  to  those  actually  made  in  the  maintenance  of 
the  extension  service  during  that  year.  Separate  accounts  for  expenditures 
of  the  IMeral  Smith-Leycnr,  Oafpur-Ketcham,  and  additional  cooperallve  funds 
and  funds  firom  within  the  State  used  to  offset  Federal  funds  shonld  be  kept 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  financial  schedules  prescribed  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  should  be  supported  by  vouchers  approved  by  the 
director  of  extension  work  or  by  someone  designated  by  the  director. 

From  whatever  source  derived,  funds  which  are  used  to  offset  Federal 
Smith-LeTer  or  Capper-Ketdiam  funds  will  be  subject  to  tide  same  limitations 
as  r^ards  the  character  of  the  expenditures  as  the  Federal  funds  except  that 
the  salary  limitations  placed  by  Congress  on  Federal  supplementary  and  Fed- 
eral Capper-Ketcham  funds  do  not  apply  to  funds  which  are  u^ed  to  offset  such 
Federal  funds. 

Canceled  checks  showing  receipt  of  payment  from  cooperative  extension  funds 
for  all  salaries  and  bills  ^onld  be  available  tor  review  by  anthorized  Fedaral 

officials  upon  request. 

Vouchers  covering  expenditures  of  State  funds  used  as  offset  should  be 
lumped  State  offset  funds."  Where  county  funds  or  farmers'  organization 
fnnds  are  used  as  offset  to  Federal  funds,  separate  records  of  such  county  or 
farmers'  organization  fdnds  shonld  be  kept  at  the  coll^,  and  vonchem  cover- 
ing expenditures  of  these  funds  should  be  stangped  ^'eonnty  offset  fands'*  or 
"farmers'  organization  offset  funds." 

To  comply  with  section  5  of  the  Clarke-McNary  Act  approved  June  7,  1924, 
separate  accounts  for  expenditures  of  funds  used  as  offset  to  Federal  farm- 
forestry  funds  should  be  k^  at  tJie  college,  together  witb  tbe  original  Voncb^ 
or  certified  copies  of  such  vouchers  covering  expenditures  for  farm-fcvestry 
extension  work,  which  vouchers  should  be  approved  by  the  director  of  €xtenrikMi 
work  or  by  someone  designated  by  the  director, 

LOCAL  ACC&Cms 

Vouchers  for  expenditures  from  funds  used  as  offset  to  Federal  funds  con- 
tributed by  counties,  local  organizations,  or  individuals  should  be  approved  by 
the  director  of  extenidon  work,  as  well  as  by  the  county  officer  or  other  repre- 
saitatlYe  of  fbe  eontrlbatlng  parties,  signed  by  the  payee,  and  be  paid  by  the 
county  or  other  local  treasurer,  who  should  file  a  certificate  of  payment  with 
the  director  of  extension  woik.  The  (Wiginal  vonoterSt  OT  certified  copies^ 
should  be  on  file  at  the  collie. 

VOUCHBBS 

The  classification  in  accordance  with  the  headings  prescribed  by  the  Depart- 
ment should  be  indicated  on  all  vouchers  or  accompanying  jackets.  Every 
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voucher  should  further  indicate  the  fund  from  which  the  expenditure  Is  made 
and  the  project  or  projects  to  which  the  exp«iditure  relates. 

8AI*AIUBft  LABOR 

There  should  be  a  pay  roll  or  m  individual  voucher  whidi  dioold  indicate  the 
period  for  which  the  salary  cbai^  is  made,  the  annual  rate  of  salary,  general 
description  of  duties  (grade  or  title),  and  should  contain  the  endorsement  of 
tlie  director  of  extension  work.  Separate  pay  rolls  or  individual  vouchers 
for  labor  and  for  salaries  should  be  kept. 

Vouchers  for  travel  should  give  the  purpose  and  dates  of  each  trip  and  show 
an  itemized  account  of  all  raUroad  and  boat  fares,  antomobUe,  livery,  bus,  and 
street-car  expenses,  paymrats  for  subsistence,  and  miscellaneous  items.  The 
voucher  should  give  reference  to  the  authorization  to  travel  and  contain  the 
personal  signature  of  the  individual  paid  and  the  endorsement  of  the  director. 
There  should  be  vouchers  showing  the  purchases  of  mileage  books  and  sub- 
vouchers  showing  how  and  when  the  mileage  was  used.  Expenses  for  su|^iie» 
and  other  material  should  not  be  iiuaiided  in  trawl  accooi^  nnless  bwA 
peOiBes  are  Inddental  to  trav^ 

OTHER  EXPENSES

There  should  be  an  itemized  account  of  all  supplies  and  miscellaneoua 
articles  purchased,  and  the  vouchers  should  indicate  when  the  goods  were 
received  and  the  date  of  payment,  and  should  bear  the  signature  <^  the  payee 
and  endorsement  of  the  director.

The  vouchers 
Shonld  be  dasslfled  acoording  to  the  projects  as  actually  approved  by  the 
department 

Project— A(i«vmisfro<to«.— Expenditures  reported  under  "  Administration  " 
sliould  include  tlie  salary  and  expenses  of  the  director  and  other  pereons  em- 
Dloved  in  the  central  office,  but  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  State  agents 
or  State  leaders  of  special  liiMS  of  work  and  the  dwlcal  force  exclusively 
onployed  in  soch  work  should  be  charged  to  the  partlcDiar  Itoe  of  work  m. 
Whicb  they  are  engaged  and  not  to  administration. 

Froject—PuMicatians  and  7Ji/6/ir(7.i/.— Expenditures  under  th^  project  may 
include  the  cost  of  preparing,  editing,  printing,  and  distrlbuttag  aU  mattw* 
containing  information  on  agriculture  and  home  economics  intended  for  ex- 

tensioii  purposes.  ^    ,       i„   ,  ^„ 

The  account,  however,  must  be  kept  in  such  a  way  as  to  show  clearl>  ju;,t 
how  much  is  spent  for  printing  and  distribution  of  publications^  for  which 
Congress  has  provided  that  not  more  than  5  percent  of  Smith-I^ver  Mfl 
Capper-Ketcham  funds  shaU  be  used.  Bxpwiditures  nndear  this  5  percent 
limitation  Indnde  the  cost  of  printing  bulletins,  reports,  circulars,  etc.,  and 
me  envelopes  in  which  they  are  mailed  and  the  salary  or  labor  and  other 
expenses  in  connection  with  mailing  and  distributing  such  publications. 

Any  expenses  for  mailing-room  labor  should  be  charged  to  this  projert  under 
the  proper  head,  "Labor"  (0112).   Similarly,  envelopes  maiUng  ont 

publications  should  be  charged  to  tMa  project  nnder  the  heading  Supplies 

^^mws  printing  of  any  material  not  chargeable  to  this  project  should  be 
charged  to  the  project  concerned,  that  is,  the  printing  of  letterheads^  report 
forms,  record  books,  etc.,  things  not  regarded  as  publicity  or  the  distribuooB 
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of  information,  should  be  charged  to  tbe  admlfitetrattoii  project  or  to  tbe  paiv 

ticular  project  concerned. 

Project — County  agricultural  work, — ^This  should  include  all  salaries  and 
clerical  and  other  expenses  of  county  agricoltnnd  agents  and  their  supervising 
officers. 

Project — Couf^  home  demonstration  work, — ^Under  this  project  should  be 
Included  all  expenditures  for  county  h(«ne  demonatration  ageits  and  their 
supervising  officers. 

Project — Extension  dairying, — ^The  salaries  and  expenses  of  tlie  extensi^ 
dairying  and  their  clerical  assidtants  dumld  be  charged  to  tUa  project. 

Project— 5oy»'  club  work. — ^If  this  work  is  carried  on  through  a  separate 
State  leader  and  district  and  county  agents,  tibkefe  Should  be  a  SQpiarate  account 
covering  the  expenses  of  such  agents. 

Project — Girls'  club  work, — If  this  work  is  carried  on  through  a  separate 
State  leader  and  district  and  county  agents,  there  should  be  a  separate  account 
covering  the  expenses  of  such  agrats. 

Separate  projects  and  accounts  should  be  set  up  for  eadi  line  of  work  re- 
quiring the  time  of  at  least  mie  perscm. 

CTLASSIFIGA'mN  OF  SXTENSION  ACCOUNTS 

The  scheme  for  classification  of  extension  accounts  by  items  of  exx)en8e  in?o* 
Tides  for  nine  ledger  headings  (with  numerical  symbols)  as  follows: 

01.  Personal  services. — Under  this  ledger  heading  are  grouped  all  expendi- 
tures for  services  of  employees  engaged  in  cooperative  exten^on  work. 

02.  Supplies  an4  materials. — ^In  this  group  are  included  those  articles  or 
things  which  when  applied  to  the  use  to  which  they  are  adapted  are  consumed, 
or  if  not  consumed,  are  not  to  be  held  for  return  or  egpectfic  account  by  the 
person  to  whom  issued  for  use. 

05.  Communication  service, — Under  this  heading  are  grouped  those  expendi- 
tures Incurred  in  connection  virith  the  transmission  of  messages. 

06.  Travel  expenses. — Under  this  heading  are  grouped  all  expenditures  in- 
curred in  connection  with  travel,  including  subsistences  while  in  travel  status. 

07.  Transportation  of  things  (service). — Under  this  heading  are  grouped 
those  expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  carrying  of  things.  It  in- 
cludes freight  and  Incidental  charges,  express,  parcel  post,  and  local  transporta* 
tion  such  as  drayage. 

08.  Printing,  MndiJig,  etc. — Under  this  heading  are  grouped  all  expenditures 
for  contractual  services,  such  as  job  printing,  engraving,  lithographing,  binding, 
photograpliing,  and  duplicating  incurred  in  issuing  publications  on  extension 
work. 

10.  Fumi$Mnff  of  heat^  Ughi,  power,  footer,  omdC  elecirMtp  (aerriee).— These 
are  contractual  services  for  keepii^  the  buildingB  heated  or  provided  with  l^t, 

I)ower,  water,  or  electricity. 

30.  Equipment. — Under  this  heading  are  grouped  those  expenditures  made  in 
the  purchasing  or  in  the  production  of  things  which  are  adapted  to  continuing 
use;  for  example,  under  this  item  would  be  chai^^ed  typewriters. 

Miscellaneous: 

1100.  Rent  of  buildings. 

1373.  Laundry  and  towel  service* 

1280.  Repairs  to  equipment. 

1380,  Spedal  and  miscellaneous  expenses  not  elsewhere  provided  for. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  classification  of  individual  entries  will  be  ap- 
part^nt,  and  no  suggestion  is  needed.  In  the  case  of  a  considerable  number  of 
items,  however,  questions  have  arisen  from  time  to  time  and  considerable 
diversity  of  practice  has  been  noted.  The  following  list  has  accordingly  been 
prepared  to  serve  as  a  guide  in  this  matter,  and  while  in  no  sense  complete  it 
will  often  suggest  the  daadfication  of  other  items  not  enumerated. 

It  is  recognized  that  in  several  instances  the  classification  suggested  is  a  more 
or  loss  arbitrary  one,  and  that  the  items  might  with  propriety  be  placed  under 
other  headings.  Rarely  would  two  persons  classify  an  entire  account  exactly 
the  same  in  all  particulars.  These  suggestions  will,  however,  enable  greater 
uitfformity  and  thus  make  the  extension  accoimts  more  readily  comparable  when

velopes  in  sending  matter  in  the  mails  free  of  postage  In  pursuance  of  tJO^ 
duties  as  employees  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

2  The  fundamental  viewpoint  to  be  considered  is  that  such  employees  have 
the'right  to  use  penalty  envelopes,  cards,  or  labels  only  because  they  are  em- 
ployees of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  They  shouW  exer- 
cise the  penalty  privilege  only  for  matters  arising  in  connection  ™«« 
extension  enterprises  which  are  covered  by  tiie  terms  of  tiieir  commissions 
from  tiie  Department  of  Agriculture.

(k)  Mailing  newspapers  or  periodteals  or  publications  isdmtlar  thereto. 
(l)  Sending  catalogues  or  announcements  of  State,  county,  or  other  fairSr 

or  prize  lists  of  such  fairs  or  other  prizes. 

(m)  Mailing  matter  relating  to  any  meeting,  services,  project,  etc.,  in  con- 
nection with  which  money  is  required  to  be  x>aid. 

in)  Promoting  any  enterprise  other  than  Federal  cooperatfTO  extension 
work. 

7.  (a)  Correspondence  with  autograph  signature  of  an  agricultural  extension 
employee  may  be  mailed  sealed,  but  all  other  matter  must  be  left  unsealed 
and  should  be  mailed  only  at  the  post  office  designated  for  that  purpose. 

{b)  Letters  and  cimilars  mailed  free  by  cooperative  extmi^on  employees 
siumld  not  be  rigned  by  any  person  except  an  authorized  ageAt  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  who  should  affix,  in  addition  to  his  name, 
his  official  title  indicating  in  what  capacity  he  is  an  officer  of  the  United  States 
Government  and  thereby  entitled  to  use  the  penalty  privilege. 

8.  (a)  Cooperative  extension  «nployees  may  not  use  penalty  envelopes  In 
promoting  the  Interests  of  local,  connty.  State,  or  national  farm  organissations^ 
esus&pt  ilMMSe  wbich  are  organized  for  the  exclusive  purpose  of  promoting  co- 
operative or  d^rtmental  extension  work  in  agriculture  or  home  economics. 

(b)  When  circulars,  letters,  etc.,  which  in  fact  relate  to  the  business  of  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  are  to  be  mailed  free  by  such  employees, 
the  salutation,  cont«its,  and  compUmentary  ^ding  thi^eof  ^uld  not  be  in 
such  form  as  to  tndieate  that  <&e  ana^  relates  to  tbe  bnsliiess  of  a  i^vate 
organization  or  agency. 

(c)  All  matter  mailed  free  should  be  prepared  in  such  manner  as  clearly  to 
indicate  that  the  subject  matter  relates  to  an  enterprise  for  the  furtherance  of 
which  the  employees  received  their  commissions. 

».  The  provisions  of  section  491,  Postal  Laws  and  B^ulations,  in  regard  to 
the  free  mailing  privilege  accorded  directors  of  the  extension  division  of  State 
agricultural  colleges  do  not  apply  to  county  agents,  home  demonstration  agents,, 
or  other  agricultural  extension  employees  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.  This  also  applies  to  sections  492  and  493,  Postal  Laws  and  Re- 
lations, pertaining  to  the  free  mailing  privUegie  of  directors  of  agrloaltaral 

experimoit  stations. 

10.  Correspondence  of  an  informational  character  preliminary  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  local  organizations  such  as  livestock,  wool,  and  other  marketing 
associations,  etc.,  designed  to  promote  cooperative  agricultural  extension  work 
in  agriculture  and  home  ecmomics  may  be  mailed  tree,  hut  when  such  an  asso- 
ciation begins  to  function  Its  activities  should  then  be  handled  by  its  own 
officers,  and  correspondence  in  regard  thereto  is  no  longer  entitled  to  be  mailed 
free  but  should  be  sent  under  postage.  In  other  words,  cooperative  extension 
employees  may  use  penalty  envelopes  for  mailing  matter  free  in  order  to  show 
the  farmers  how  to  organize,  but  it  is  not  their  function  to  act  as  busi- 
ness agents  of  the  farmers  or  as  ag^to  of  cooperative  marl^ag  or  otii«r 

organizations.  ^         .     .  .  i 

11.  (a)  Cooperative  extension  employees  are  not  entitled  to  send  out  circulars- 
of  inquiry  in  penalty  envelopes  unless  they  are  instructed  to  do  so  by  the  direc- 
tor of  cooperative  extension  work  in  their  State,  and  penalty  envelopes,  tag^ 
or  labels  should  never  be  furnished  to  farmers  or  otiim  to  be  need  in  smdinff 
any  commodi^  tiironi^  tiie  mails. 

(6)  A  self-addressed  penalty  envelope  or  card  bearing  the  reply  address  i^f 
the  authorized  employee  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  who 
furnishes  it  may  be  sent  out  to  farmers  and  other  persons  from  whom  official 
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information  is  desired,  provided  sach  lnfOnnati<m  is  to  be  need  stTictty  in  for* 
tharance  of  tiie  work  for  which  the  employee  received  the  Federal  appoint- 
ment  Caution  should  be  used  in  this  reqpect  for  fear  of  tbe  abuse  of  the 

privilege  by  uninstructed  individuals. 

12.  In  order  to  be  mailable  in  penalty  envelopes,  material  relating  to  boys' 
and  girls'  club  work  should  bear  the  heading  prescribed  in  paragraph  3  of  thte 
circnlar  and  be  pr^ared  in  smdi  manner  as  to  emphasise  primarily  the  demon- 
strational  features  of  such  work,  and  any  mention  of  social  activities,  such  as 
picnics,  parades,  baseball  games,  hay  rides,  etc.,  must  be  merely  incidental 
thereto.  It  should  be  made  clear  that  the  purpose  of  such  social  activities  i* 
to  reenforce  the  demonstrations  being  conducted. 

13.  Penalty  ravelopes  may  not  be  used  to  send  in  the  malls  a  publication 
idmllar  to  a  newspaper  or  other  periodical  within  the  commonly  understood 
meaning  of  that  term.  Such  material  may  be  printed  as  newspapers  and 
entered  as  second-class  matter  under  the  act  of  March  3,  1879,  embodied  in 
section  394  of  the  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  which  extends  the  second- 
class  mailing  privilege  to  publications  whii^  have  a  "legitimate  list  of  gab- 
flcribers"  and  are  not  ••derigned  primarily  for  advertising  purposes,  or  for  free 
circulation,  or  for  circulation  at  nominal  rates."  Application  for  such  entry 
should  be  made  on  form  3501,  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  postmaster. 

14.  The  mere  wording  of  circulars,  letters,  etc.,  does  not  determine  their 
mailability  free  of  postage.  The  purpose  of  the  employees  in  sraoiding  the  mat- 
ter, the  drcnmstanees  and  conditions  under  which  it  is  being  sent,  as  well 
as  the  subject  matter  thereof,  should  be  considered  in  determining  what  matter 
is  entitled  to  be  mailed  free,  and  only  such  matter  as  relates  to  their  work 
as  employees  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  should  be  so 
mailed.  In  order  to  avoid  confusion  and  misunderstanding,  and  to  eliminate 
the  indiscriminate  use  of  penalty  envrtopes,  postmasters  rtiould  submit  speci- 
mens of  all  doubtful  matter  to  the  Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General,  Division 
of  Classification,  Washington,  D,C.,  for  examination  and  d^ienninaticHi  as  to 
their  maUabiUt;y  Iree  under  the  penalty  privilege. 
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
